CAPTAIN SIMPSON NOW

Belief is Growing That a Wo- 
man Was Connected — in 
Some Way With the Slaying 
of James McNulty, 


The first arrest in connection 
with the murder of James McNulty 
was made this afternoon when 
Captain Simpson and Detective Me- 
han, of the plain clothes squad, 
took one of the members of the 
gypsy band, who: were encamped 
near the scene of the murder at 
the tlme it happened, Into custody . 
about 10 miles north of the city. 

The prisoner was taken to the 
station and examined by Chief 
Carpenter, the chlef, Simpson, and 
Mehan being closted . together 
with him. 

Gypsy Clue Resumed., 

A new and most important piece of 
evidence was gained by the police on 
the MoNully murder case this morning 
when Captain Simpson was. informed 
that when the band of gypsies ‘who 
Were encamped near the scene of the 
murder moved away that afternoon, 
with them was seen a half breed. whose 
deseription tallies with that of the mun 
seen around the place, 9 acc 

Simpson. aby once went, to work ou 
this phase of thé case. himself with: the 
result that at one o'clock this-afternoon 
he telephoned to the chief asking that 
a leam of horses be sent him ‘to North 
Edmonton as-he felt he had evidence 
sufficient to warrant him going oul to 
where the gypsies are now encamped, 
some 40 miles north*of the cily. 

Accordingly Chief Carpenter. sent oul 
a team, 

This is the best clue on which the 
. force have bad a chance to work su 
far. The wire from Chicago which they 
hoped would throw some light on the 
situation only gave the number of the 
gun and from whom it was purchased, 
A- sporting good firm there had sold 
the gun to members of the Acme Coal 
company for a presentation to one of 
the firm's men who was leaving. He 
is out of the city having been away for 
some weeks, The number of the gun 
is 210672 and it is a double barreled 
shot gun of No. 12 bore, A strict watch 
Will be kept on all the second hand 
stores to see if the same has been 
pawned recently or if there are any 
offers to sell it. The revolver has also 
been identified as belonging to a man 
in the east end of the city and which 
was stolen from his place some few 
weeks ago. ; 

Chief Carpenter Out. 

Last nlght Chief Carpenter himself 
took a turn in the search, going over a 
large section of the H.B.R. on horse- 
back in the hopes that he would dis- 
cover something of importance. How- 
ever he refused lo say anything this 
morning when questioned about the 
matter, He states that some surpris- 
ing events would likely be made pub- 
~ lie at-any time and that he was hourly 
expecting further developments. 

The belief that there {is a woman 
lurking in the ease seems to have 
grown around police quarters as sev- 
eral of the most important clues which 
the men are working on would lead 
to this belief. It is reported that Mo- 
Nulty was seen talking to two women at 
the corner of 'Third street and daspev 
avenue Jast Sunday night and was in 
earnest conversation with them for 
some lime, A passerby noticed them 
as they stood for some time and while

Westminster Presbytery, represenling 
that denomination in Vancouver and all 
lower mainland, yesterday passed a 
long resolution as to their policy on, 
Oriental immigration.

“In thesease of Hindus already re- 
siding here, we urge they be allowed 
to bring in their wives provided thal no 
other members of this race will be per- 
mitted to enter Canada until the above 
condition is reached when the question

tended for transplanting on the boule- 
vards and in the city parks range in} 
age from seedlings to four year olds. 

There are 157,000 seedlings consist- 
ing of Manitoba maple, elm, ash, cara- 
gaua, red birch, jack pine and. silver 
fir species, valued at $785. 

In the one year old section there are 
16,400 young trees ‘consisting of white 
birch, caragaua, white spruce, jack 
pine, lodge pole pine and tamrac, 
valued at $820, 

In the two-year old section there are 
23,400 young plants and trees, consist- 
ing of caragaua, Siberian fiz, Mountain 
maple, tamrac, Scotch spruce and 
Norway spruce; Valued at 32,340. 

Three Year Olds. 

In the three year old section there 
are 11,500 trees, consisting of ash, 
elm, mountain ash, poplar, Manitoba 
maple and sugar maple, valued et 
$2,312. 

In the four year old section there 
are 3210 trees consisting of ash, elin, 
mountain ash, poplar, Manitoba maple, 
sugar maple and jgolden willow, valued 
al $963.7 ; 

In another section there are 1670 
species that are over four years old 
and ready for transplanting in 1914. 
These consist of ash, elm, mountain 
ash, Manitoba maple and silver leaf 
poplar, valued at $835. 

There are also 2300 
shrubs valued ‘at $660.

While Commissioner Chalmers seems so eminently capable of taking care of his own 
case that he evidently needs no assistance in defense from anywhere else, there is an incon- 
irovertible defense which might be offered, entirely aside from the merits of the case as 
presented by the council’s charges and Mr. Chalmer’s reply, which must present itself to 
everyone who gives the case in point a moment’s consideration. 

That defense is that nelther Mr. Chalmers nor any individual commissioner could, 
under the present arrangement, be held individually responsthle for elther the car barns or 
anything else in the city’s programme. 

The proof that this is true is apparent at once to anyone who takes into consideration 
the fact that there is a proposal before the city council at the present moment to subdivide 
and specify the duties of the commissioners. 

If any individual commissioner can be held individually responsible for the car barns 
or for any other distinct item of the city’s business, then the duties of the commissioners 
have already been subdivided, and the proposal now before the city council is superfluous. 

But the fact that the city: council itself, while it attempts to fasten certain derelic- 
tions upon certain members of the commission board, at the same time vitiates its whole 
allegation by proceeding to subdivide the duties of commissioners so that responsibility can 
he placed upon a certain commissioner. Whether the car barns were a good job or a bad job, 
no individual commissioner can be singled out, under the present system, and credited or 
blamed. It is a matter for which all must accept responsibility, the present and previous 
mayor to the same extent as any other commissioner. 

That is the purpose and intent and spirit of the Edmonton city charter as it at present 
stands. It intentionally avoids individual responsibility. There is not now, and never has 
heen, a department of works upon the presiding officer of which the blame can be made to 
rest if the city fails to get value for its money in this or any other building, and there is no 
such thing as a department of accounting and finance to be held responsible for payments 
in excess of the original estimates, 

The simple circumstance that the council is now proceeding to subdivide the duties 
of commissioners makes it plain that ‘the’ mayor and every member of the council who sub- 
scribes to that proposal to subdivide recognizes that the previous spirit and intent of the 
charter has become unworkable and that it must be changed. This admission sweeps away 
at one stroke the claims of excellence for the previous provision of responsibility by a 
hoard of commissioners, and substitutes an expression of bellef in personal responsibility 
by individual commissioners. 

After this subdivision of duties has been made effective, legally and otherwise, the 
council may very. properly hold individual commissioners responsible, as is now being 
attempted in the Chalmers-car barn case—but up until that has been accomplished majority 
aldermen cannot ride two horses going different directions at the same time, which is what 
they are attempting fo do now. :

The Poindexter plan is in all essential respects 
a challenge to private ownership. If the private 
owners are quite sure that there is nothing to fear 
from government ownership, their natural attitude 
would be one of joy at the prospect of meeting 
government ownership in Alaska and defeating it 
by building a railway in the same country and 
demonstrating by a fair test the relative merits of 
the two systems. 

But far from this being the case, the Poindexter 
plan, which is to move the Panama gang up to 
Alaska, equipment and all, and build a road from 
the Coast to the Interior which will eventually be 
extended across the Peninsula, is bringing out the 
most emphatic opposition that has been evidenced 
by the railway interests in United States since they 
lined up their phalanx to fight ‘the Panama canal. 
Practically every newspaper in United States with

has taken sides against Poindexter and is fighting 
his proposal, the fight being based on the allegation 
that the government is invading the domain of 
private capital. 

The only justification for private capital in 
railways, or in any other franchise utility, is that 
private capital can serve the public better than 
public ownership. The unwillingness of the: rail- 
way corporations in United States to accept the 
opportunity to test this hypothesis in Alaska makes 
it look as though the boasts about the superiority 
of private capital were very much like the small 
boy’s whistling in the woods. Private ownership 
has been making a very large noise, especially with 
relation to railways, but it now seems that in. the 
very country in which private ownership of. rail- 
ways is supposed to have scored its greatest 
triumphs, ie., the United States, the noise has been 
to hide the fright of private capital lest it be brought 
tace to face with public ownership.

TODAY IN DOMINION 
HISTORY, | 


When the first continental congress 
met in Philadelphia 139 years ago to- 
day, one of the first concerns of the 
delegates was to seek to enlist the sym- 
pathies of the people of Ganada. In 
trying to run with the hare and hunt 
with the hounds they alienated both 
French and Hnglish Canadians. In an 


congress sought to attach French- 
Oanadians to the revolutionary cause 
by sympathetts references to the “arbli- 
trary rule’ under which they suffer- 
ed.’ Such references to “British tyran- 
ny" were naturally not pleasing to the 
Anglo-Saxons of Canada. Then the 
congress “spilled the fat in the fire,’ 
and made Diller. enemies of most 
French-Canadians by the statement: 
“Nor can we suppress our astonish- 
ment that a British parliament should 
ever consent to establish in that coun- 
try (Canada) a religion that has de- 
luged your island with blood and dis- 
persed: impiety, -bigotry, persecution, 
murder and rebellion through every 
part of the world.’ Recalling this at- 
tack on thelr religion, the French in 
both Quebeo and Avcadie wore pro- 
foundly indifferent when the colonists 
to the south called upon them to take 
up arms In defence of liberty. The 
second continental congress did its ut- 
most to counteract the effects of the 
early and {ill-considered address, wilh 
Its religious denuiclations, and \Wash- 
ington issued) a.spectal- appeal to 
Franch-Canadians,” but all efforts of 
this kind failed of their object,

WILL ENFORCE GOLD AND 
SILVER MARKING MEASURE 


Numerous Montreal Firms Have Boen 
Prosecuted for False Trade De- 
scriptions of Articles, 


Ollawa, Sept. 5—The proper en- 
forcement of the gold and silver mark- 
ing act is a matter which has engaged 
{he attention of the oficial of the de- 
partment of travie and commerce re- 
cently, and no less than eight ‘Montreal 
firms ‘have been prosecuted and fined 
for false (rade descriptions and other 
Violations of the act with respedét to 
the sale of watches. A deparbment 
memorandum, dealing with the matter, 
says apparently the federal law  res- 
pecting the gold and silver marking act 
have not been made a special study by 
even some of the largest and most re- 
pulable firms in Cana, and now, as 
an inspevlor is atlively engaged in ad- 
ministering. the act, it is not at all un- 
likely that some of them may be prosa- 
euted, 

“Phe aases, however, in Montreal 
were especially for false trade descrip- 
tions, and in some cases for giving 
cuarantees, which is in violation of the 
act.’ The new act passed at last ses- 
sion of parliament, which comes into 
effect on January {st next, 48 even 
more stringent than the act at present 
in force, ‘Copies of the new act have 
been distributed to the trade through-

ROUNDLY ROASTED 


London Times Calls Them 
Hindrance to Justice and 
Comfort to Criminals, 


London, Sept. 6—Ex-President Taft's 
criticism at Montreal of the American {udl- 
cial system is the theme of an outspoken 
editorlal In ithe Times, which says:— 

“Mr, ‘Iaft’s announcement 1s bound to 
Intensify the misgivings which many 
Americans have come to feel in the effi- 
clency of their state courts and the system 
on which they are based. It would be mere 
flattery to pretend that judges of these 
tribunals have anything ike the stand- 
ing of our own Judiciary, 

“The great and growing lack of confl- 
dence in state courts, In thelr honesty and 
Impartiality as well as in thelr technical 
efficiency, 1s one of the most disquieting 
phenomena observable in America today, 
What the United States needs more than 
anything else 1s a reformer of the Jeremy 
Bentham type to restore common sense to 
its codes and simplicity to the adininistra- 
tion. The criminal procedure especially of 
America today {s very much as ours was in 
the time of the Stuarts, It 1s hopelessly 
enmeshed tn technicalities and neglects jus- 
llce and perspective to chase after impos- 
sible infallibllity of form. 

“it ts hardly, indeed, too much to say 
criminal cases as conducted in the United 
States, that it ts not the prisoner In the 
dock, but the Judge on the bench, who 1s

Final Arrangements for Open- 
ing Technical School Were 
Made, Salaries of Technical 
Teachers Discussed, 


After a six weeks vacation, owing lo 
there being no quorum of members in 
town, the school ‘board met last night, 
and, with the accumulation of work 
during the recess, a lengthy session 
was held. The question of the resig- 
nation of Miss Bessie H. Nichols, as a 
member of the hoard, was again res- 
povsible for an animated discussion be- 
tween Dr. Crang and K. W. Me- 
Kenzie. 

In May last Miss Nichols. tendered 
her resignation to the board, but, in 
place of accepting it, the members 
granted her a further two months 
leave of absence On account of sick- 
ness, Miss Nichols has overstayed her 
Ieave of three months, and the board 
requested H. H. Parlee, Its solicitor, 
for information on the matter. <A let- 
ter was submitted from Mr. Parlee, 
stating that, dn spite of her resignation, 
Miss Nichols was slilla member of the 
board, and would continue to be one, 
unless an election-vas held, or she 
missed three consecutive meetings. 
Mr. Panlee added that any ratepayer 
could have Miss Nichols’ seat declared 
vacant, 

Dr., Crang considered that Mr, Par- 
lee's letter was ambiguous, and, to 
some extent contradictory. He moved 
that an election to fill Miss Nichols’ 
seat be held. 

Object To Election. 

J. J. MeKenzie objected to the 
holding of an election on account of 
tha expense involved, and K. W. Mc- 
Kenzie moved that the letter be refer- 
red back to Mr, Parlee for explanation 
as to its exact meaning, After a tussle 
between Mr. McKenzie and Dr. Craig 
as fo a point of order, the motion tu 
hold an electlonmwas lost by three 
votes to two. 

The Highlands School. 

The erection of the new permanent 
school at the Highlands will be im- 
mediately proceeded with, in terms of 
a decision arrived ‘at by the board Jast 
night. Reld-MoDonald Brewster, the 
contractors, submitted a letter, offering 
to commence building operations .im- 
modigtely, without demanding any -pro- 
sress payments until the spring. If 
this course were adopted, the contract- 
ons stated, the school would be ready 
for use next fall. 

Considerable disoussion took place 
as to whether the contractor's offer 
should be accepted, in view of the pre- 
sent financial position of the board. 
K. W. McKenzie stated that, when 
the school was completed, three- 
quarters of tt svould be required {m- 
mediately, and he considered that the 
contractors should be allowed to go 
on with the work, J. J. McKenzie 
foresaw that the boarth might find 
themselves In an awkward position, if 
they authorized the work, and were 
imable ultimately to sell their de- 
bentures, Finally, on the motion — of 
Dr. Grang, the contractors were au- 
thorized te proceed with work on the 
foundations and ground floor of the 
school.
